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The  79th  Annual  Term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  August  4th,  1863. 
The  Terms  are  Annual,  beginning  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  in  August,  and  closing  on  the  last  Friday  in  June.  A  Public 
Exhibition  is  given  by  the  Scholars  on  the  last  day  of  the  Term. 

But  one  regular  vacation  in  July  and  part  of  August  is  allowed. 

Pupils  remaining  during  the  vacation  are  under  the  care  of  a 
Teacher,  and  are  charged  at  the  rate  of  $50  per  Quarter.  No  de¬ 
duction  is  made  for  absence  between  Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Day, 
or  for  other  holidays,  which  occur  during  the  Term.  Scholars  are 
received  at  any  time  when  there  are  vacancies,  but  none  will  be  ad¬ 
mitted  for  a  shorter  period  than  six  months. 

Special  Holidays  are: — February  22d;  Good  Friday  and  Easter 
Monday ;  Excursion  to  Lake  Pauponooming  in  May ;  Anniversary 
of  the  Founding  of  the  School,  October  3d ;  Excursion  to  the  Blue 
Mountains  in  November ;  Christmas  Recess.

NAZABETII  HALL  has  been  in  successful  operation  as  a  Public 
Boarding  School,  since  October  3d,  1785. 

The  spacious  building  was  erected  in  1755,  for  the  residence  of 
the  German  Count  Zinzendorf,  whose  death  however  prevented  his 
occupying  it. 

In  June,  1759,  a  private  Boarding  School,  for  the  sons  of  Moravi¬ 
an  parents,  was  begun  in  this  edifice,  and,  excepting  an  interval  of 
four  years,  (from  1780  till  1784,)  the  Hall  building  has  now  been 
occupied  for  the  purpose  of  a  Boarding  School,  one  hundred  years. 

The  locality  of  Nazareth  Hall,  (in  the  thriving  village  of  Naza¬ 
reth,)  has  all  the  advantages  which  are  desirable  as  to  salubrity  of 
situation,  with  beautiful  scenery,  good  water,  pleasant  walks,  and  ample 
play-grounds.  Opportunities  for  gymnastic  exercises  and  military 
drill,  are  also  afforded. 

There  are  telegraphic  and  daily  traveling  and  express  communica¬ 
tions  with  New-York  by  the  New- Jersey  Central  Bailroad  from  Eas¬ 
ton,  seven  miles  from  Nazareth  ;  and  with  Philadelphia  by  the  North 
Pennsylvania  Bailroad  from  Bethlehem,  ten  miles  from  Nazareth ; 
also  with  the  West  by  Bailroad  from  Easton,  to  Beading,  Harris¬ 
burg,  &c. 

The  plan  of  study  has  always  been  arranged  with  the  full  inten¬ 
tion  of  developing  the  mental  faculties  by  thorough  and  patient  in¬ 
struction,  and  laying  a  good  and  solid  foundation  on  which  the  pupil 
may  safely  build,  when  he  leaves  school,  either  to  enter  into  practical 
life,  or  to  prosecute  his  studies  at  College. 

The  regular  course  embraces :  Beading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Or¬ 
thography,  (or  Dictation,)  History,  Geography,  Composition,  Elocu¬ 
tion,  English  Grammar,  Logic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Surveying, 
Astronomy,  Geology,  Book-Keeping,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry, 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  German,  and  Instruction  in  Vocal 
Music. 

The  special  course  includes  certain  of  these  branches,  and  such  of 
the  following,  (for  which  extra  charges  are  made,)  as  the  scholars 
may  desire  : — Greek,  Latin,  French,  Drawing,  Painting,  Instruction  on 
the  Piano  Forte,  Organ,  Violin,  Flute  and  other  musical  instruments. 
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The  pupils  are  divided  into  room  companies  or  divisions,  according 
to  their  ages ;  they  attend  classes  according  to  proficiency  in  then- 
various  studies,  and  are  constantly  under  the  superintendence  of  several 
Teachers.  As  much  attention  as  possible  is  paid  to  their  religious, 
moral,  and  physical  training.  No  sectarian  views  are  inculcated  in 
the  school.  All  the  scholars  are  expected  to  attend  the  religious  ex¬ 
ercises  of  the  Institution,  which  are,  for  the  most  part,  conducted  by 
the  Principal. 

For  securing  good  conduct,  the  Principal  relies  upon  the  personal 
influence  of  the  Teachers,  the  presentation  of  proper  motives,  and 
such  measures  of  discipline  as  particular  cases  may  require. 

Age  of  admission,  from  nine  to  fourteen  years,  and  only  such  scholars 
retained  as  are  of  generally  good,  moral  habits,  and  willing  to  render 
a  cheerful  obedience  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  School. 

Books  and  Stationery  are  provided  at  the  usual  prices  ;  and  articles 
of  apparel,  &c. ,  if  desired,  will  be  furnished  by  the  Institution  to  any 
amount,  to  which  funds  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Principal  for 
these  special  purposes.  All  clothing  should  be  marked  legibly  and 
fully,  to  prevent  mistakes  or  losses.  Tile  pupils  are  not  allowed  to  have 
their  clothing  in  then-  own  hands,  but  it  must  be  deposited  in  the 
Clothing  Boom,  whose  superintendent  daily  supplies  the  scholars  with 
what  they  require  to  wear. 

As  gymnastic  exercises  and  military  drills  constitute  a  part  of  the 
physical  training  of  our  Pupils,  they  are  organized  into  a  Cadet  Company ; 
and,  besides  being  furnished  with  suitable  equipments,  which  the  Insti¬ 
tution  in  part  provides,  the  Scholars  are  expected  to  have  the  Uniform 
as  part  of  their  wardrobe.  It  consists  of  Cadet  gray  jacket  and  pants 
with  black  trimmings  and  brass  (eagle)  buttons,  and  a  gray  military  cap. 
The  cost  of  such  a  Uniform  made  of  durable  materials  is  from  $8  to 
$12.  It  is  worn  only  when  directed  by  the  Principal  of  the  School, 
unless  preferred  for  constant  wear.  If  desirable  we  will  have  the 
Uniform  made  and  include  its  cost  in  the  quarterly  bill. 

In  addition  to  his  general  wardrobe,  each  pupil  must  be  furnished 
with  half-a-dozen  towrels  and  napkins,  bathing  drawers,  an  umbrella, 
and  India  rubber  boots  for  out  of  door  use  in  winter.  All  table  furniture 
is  provided  by  the  Institution. 

A  monthly  allow-ance  of  pocket  money,  varying  from  twenty-five  to 
fifty  cents  is  permitted,  but  the  contracting  of  debts  by  the  scholars 
is  strictly  prohibited. 
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RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  B¥  THE  PUPILS  OF 


NAZARETH  HALL 


The  Scholars  of  this  Institution  are  divided  into  several  Room- 
companies,  according  to  their  ages,  are  constantly  under  the  superin¬ 
tendence  of  several  Teachers,  and  attend  classes  according  to  proficiency 
in  their  various  studies. 

For  securing  good  conduct,  the  Principal  relies  upon  the  personal 
influence  of  the  Teachers,  the  presentation  of  proper  motives,  and  such 
measures  of  discipline  as  particular  cases  may  require. 


THE  FOLLOWING  GENERAL  RULES  ARE  LAID  DOWN  FOR  OBSERVANCE 

BY  TIIE  PUPILS. 

.Rule  1  •  -The  first  and  fundamental  rule,  is  the  Rule  of  Obedience. 
A  cheerful  and  immediate  compliance  with  all  orders  of  Principal  and 
Teachers  is  required. 

Rule  2. -The  Pupils  must  rise  at  the  ringing  of  the  first  bell. 

Rule  3. -All  talking,  laughing,  and  the  like,  are  strictly  forbidden 
at  the  time  of  dressing  and  undressing ;  in  the  sleeping  apartments 
and  wash-room ;  while  going  to  meals,  at  meals,  and  returning  from 
them ;  and  while  going  to  Divine  Service,  attending  upon,  and  returning 
from  it. 

Rule  4. -During  the  stated  preparation,  or  study-hours,  the  Pupils 
must  remain  in  their  respective  rooms  and  no  interruptions  of  any  kind 
be  allowed. 

Rule  5. -The  permission  of  the  Teacher  who  has  charge  of  the  Class 
or  Division,  must  be  obtained  to  leave  the  room  or  the  premises. 


Rule  6. -No  boisterous  talking,  laughing,  or  romping  is  allowed  at 
any  time  in  any  part  of  the  building  ;  and  after  candle-light,  perfect 
quiet  must  be  observed  in  and  about  it. 

Rule  7. -Xo  invitation  to  visit  in  the  Village  or  neighborhood  can  be 
accepted  without  the  permission  of  the  Principal. 

Rule  8. -The  regular  Composition  Letters,  wnitten  by  the  Pupils, 
must,  after  revision  by  a  Teacher,  be  handed  unsealed  to  the  Principal, 
who  has  them  dispatched.  With  special  permission,  Pupils  may  write 
private  letters  to  their  Parents  or  Guardians. 

Rule  9. -No  Books,  Pamphlets,  or  Papers  shall  be  introduced  into 
the  School  without  permission  of  the  Principal. 

Rule  10. -The  contracting  of  debts  is  strictly  prohibited.  School 
books  or  any  article  of  wearing  apparel,  shall  not  be  sold,  bartered,  or 
given  away. 

Rule  11. -The  use  of  tobacco,  ardent  spirits,  gunpowder,  hatchets, 
large  knives,  and  other  dangerous  instruments  is  positively  prohibited. 

Rule  12. -Fighting,  cursing,  swearing,  playing  at  cards,  giving  of 
nicknames,  indecent  conversation,  and  wicked  practices,  are  strictly 
forbidden,  and  expose  the  offender  to  the  severest  punishment,  or  even 
to  expulsion. 

Rule  13. -The  Sabbath  is  to  be  sanctified  as  being  the  Lord's  Day. 
It  is  to  be  spent  quietly,  and  no  game  of  any  kind  is  allowed,  nor  visiting 
from  room  to  rocm. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Bible  be  read  daily,  and  that  a  portion  of 
the  Lord’s  Day  be  devoted  to  the  regular  reading  of  it. 

Divine  Service,  Morning,  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  the  Sabbath 
School  must  be  attended  by  all  the  Pupils.

Mitchell’s  New  Primary  and  New  Intermediate  Geography,  Smith’s 
Illustrated  Astronomy,  Loomis’s  Algebra, -Geometry, -&  Trigonometry, 
Jones’s  Chemistry,  Loomis’s  Natural  Philosophy,  Shepherd’s  U.  S. 
Const.  Text  Book,  Duff’s  and  Crittenden’s  Book  Keeping,  (Double  and 
Single  Entry,)  Ollendorff’s  German  Method,  Heidenreich’s  German 
Header,  Keetel’s  French  Method,  Anthon’s  Latin  and  Greek  Gram¬ 
mar,  and  Sexies  of  Authors.- — Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Sur¬ 
veying,  Chemistry,  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  are  confined 
to  the  First  and  Second  Classes.
